INDIANS ASK JUSTICE. 

Famous Cayuga Nation Petitions for 
Moneys Alleged Due. 

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 27.— The state 
land board today received from the 
Cayuga, nation of Indians a petition 
under section U of the Indian law, 
which is the first step in an effort of 
that nntlon to secure from the state 
the interest on the money which the 
state derived from the sale of thc land 
within the state about one hundred 
years ago, which hitherto had been 
the property of that nation of Indians. 
It Is said that the principal, the In- 
come on which Is desired, amounts to 
about $500,000 and that the Interest 
would be $25,000 per year. The na- 
tion now receives $18,000 per annum 
from the state, and this Is divided 
among some 200 persons, nil that are 
left o£ what was once one of thc 
strongest nations of Indians. 

Wish to Share Profits 

The outcome of the action must 
come, If at all. through Bin act of the 
legislature, The petition sets forth 
that the state by three separate pur- 
chases secured possession of all of the 
landf) of .the nation, which broke up 
into three separate nations, one going 
to Canada and the other two finding 
homes on the Cattaraughus and Alle- 
gheny reservations. The statement Is 
made that the purchase price was far 
below the value of the lands, and that 
subsequently they were sold at great 
profit by the state. The Indians de- 
sire that the money derived by the 
state from thc sale shall be kept by 
the state for their benefit and that 
they shall be given the annual income 
derived therefrom. The land board 
submitted the peUtio" to Attorney- 
f.onoral Mever.

For over two hours, Mr. Heck wit lis 
supporters were entertained with sola 
facts of the shortcomings of the Liberal 
party as a whole,, and the government 
candidate in particular. 

Mr. A. 10. Mel'hillips, K. C opened 
the speech-making with his opinion of 
what should actuate the patriotic voter 
in his motives, in casting bis ballot, for 
■honest government, ami in this connec- 
tion ho asked the meeting if it believed 
they had had an honest administration 
nt Ottawa f« the past, tea years, lie 
pointed to the recent editorial utterances 
in the Toronto Globe, the organ of the 
Liberal party iu the east, which had 
raised a note of warning and had de- 
plored the fact of the rottenness and 
graft that marked the elections m the 
east and Saskatchewan, and had also ex- 
pressed the hope that the day would 
conic when men of standing WiJUld act 
as scrutineers at the polls. He asked 
them to consider the terrible disgrace Of 
the stuffed ballot boxes in Ontario 
Which were used to help elect Liberal 
candidates. The Conservative parly ac- 
cording to traditions had always treated 
its opponent fair ami honorable and hud 
at its head a statesman iu the person 
of' Mr. Borden, who would always in- 
sist on such treatment lo all classes.

J. W, Hasklns look » for his 
theme the iniquities of tin; Grand 
Trunk Pacille Hallway oeal, and dwelt 
with Its whole history from Its Incep- 
tion. The road, he Maid, Is going to 
cost the country $150,000,000 to build, 
the terminals at Winnipeg alone 
$4,000,000, and British Columbia is 
paying 20 per cent, on every dollar 
that Is used in building' the roud 
through Quebec, Manitoba and the 
West, and this province Is left out In 
the cold for any benefits until the 
very last. The day will come when 
the Conservatives are in power, and 
the road will not be built and it will 
be kicked out. He scorned the possi- 
bility of the company ever building in 
the province. He said that John 0. 
Rockefeller had told him that if he 
could get $10,000 a mile from the fed- 
eral government he would build a 
road across Canada In live years. It 
was rut to talk about the G. T. P. 
being unable to finance the British 
Columbia end, he declared. He said 
it was easier to meet men like Rocke- 
feller or Morgan than the British Col- 
umbia members when in Otlawa. He 
cited personal Instances and experi- 
ences when In Ottawa In connection 
with the all-Canadian route to the 
Yukon, and gave a stinging rebuke to 
tho lack of courtesy lie had received 
at the hands of Senator Templeman, 
Mr. Riley, M. P. and Mr. Sloan. Only 
Mr. Ralph .Smith had been courteous, 
nnd he Intended to challenge them 
during the course of the present cam- 
paign to repudiate their actions. He 
wound up a vigorous and patriotic ap- 
peal by declaring his absolute faith In 
the possibility of returning Mr. Keok- 
wlth at the head of the polls. 

The meeting broke up shortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock with the usual cheers 
for the leader of the party, Mr. Beck- 
with and the King.

Many new Ideas were suggested at the 
conference last evening of a number 
of the workers of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, which should 
bear fruit i'n increased efficiency of 
the organization. Mr. E, M. Whyte 
read a paper on the boys' department, 
which was followed by a general dis- 
cussion.

Many new sugges- 
tions were given and some criticisms 
made of existing conditions. The 
religious work was dealt with In a 
paper read by Mr. D. C. Reld. 'Owing 
to the lack of time the paper was laid 
over for discussion at the next gather- 
ing, which will be held on Wednesday 
evening, March 7.

The second concert of the fourteenth 
season of the Ariou club was held in tho 
institute hall last evening and afforded 
an entertainment pf rare quality to a 
crowded audience.

Her best 
was nu encore, "The Old Plaid Shawl." 
Her least effective, the dilHeult "Hie 
Mainacht," of Brahms. Miss Lewis was 
encored each time she appeared, and 
obviously pleased her audience'. She 
would doubtless have been more effective 
in a smaller hall. 

Mrs. II. Robertson was the pianist 
and rendered splendid service, both as

lection, "Etude, op. 25, Xo. 117, from 

I Chopin," was well rendered, the execu- 
tion being faultless, the tone a little col- 
orless. This was encored, anil she played

In the second part of the pro- 
gramme Mrs. Boberlson was happier in 
her selection and played a prelude by 
Rachmaninoff; iu which her style was 
well displayed nnd which called for an 
encore.

P. Although it wins au- 
iiouncetl W. A. Unlligher would be pres- 
ent, lie was not on hiind. 

In opening the meeting, Chairman 
iluggett stated that since the Liberal 
government hud come into power they 
hud not done anything of which they 
might he ashamed. He hoped that Mr. 
Templeman would he elected to give the 
government the assistance of his atl- 
vice. 

Mr. McNivan's Address 

.7. D. McNiven, II. P. P., was tho first 
speaker, and in opening his address 
stated that the lirst he knew of the 
meeting was seeing his name on a poster.

Hon. William Templeman 
Was greeted with applause. He said 
that all were aware that the reason of 
the bye-election was the resignation of 
Qeorge Riley to give him an opportunity 
to .test the* 'feeling of Victoria on his 
taking the position of minister of in- 
iirifl revenue. Victoria was getting what 
it had always asked for. It was true 
that Col. Prior had been given the same 
honor, and he had been induced to run 
against him. It had been said that ho 
had contested the election against Col. 
Prior, and was pleased to see that the 
Conservatives were opposing him. If he 
were sent to Ottawa, he wanted to go as 
the eleetetl representative of Victoria. 
The conditions of things hi 1800 and the 
present time were different, as at thill 
time the Conservative government was 
totteriiur to its fall, and it was his duty 
to contest the election. Col. Prior had 
never actually taken his seat, as the Con- 
servative government wa sdefeatod a few 
months after he was eleetetl. It would 
make no difference in the majority of 
the Liberals at Ottawa if lie was not 
eleetetl, but it would be n 

Serious Blow to tho Government 
To receive a condemnation from the 
capital city of British Columbia. He 
tlid not expect that the Liberal govern- 
ment would ever receive the news to 
that effect. He <!i<! not wish to take any 
credit from the Howell government or 
from Col, Prior for having been the lirst 
cabinet representative from British Co- 
llUnibia. He expected that on his rc-

He Defied 'the Colonist 

Or anyone else to quote a pledge he had 
made. He had never made one. He 
was not in a position to do so. There is 
nothing in the contract to say that con- 
struction would be commenced ou the 
Pacific coast. But there was a clause to 
say that the railway should be completed 
in 1011, and he thought it would. He 
had never made a pledge, nor would he 
make one. Ho thought the telegram in 
the World, of Vancouver, was a cock 
and bull story, and it was. He wired to 
Mr. Morse and Sir Wilfrid Ltlurlcr re- 
garding it. The latter did not know 
anything about it. Mr. Morse said the 
alleged cable originated in British Co- 
lumbia, and was concocted in either Vic- 
toria or Vancouver, 'but the railway' 
will-he completed in 1911.

KAIEN ISLAND. 

For lock ot other material the efforts 
it Mr. Tcmpleuin'n nre behifr almost ex- 
clusively devoted to mi attack upon the 
McBrMe administration In connection 
with tiie purchase oC Kaien island by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway com- 
pany for terminal purposes. Not con- 
tent with an investigation extending over 
several weeks, which, tftOUgh expensive, 
has been absolutely fruitless, there has 
ibcen resort to slander, misrepresentation 
and prurient sug-gestion, for the circula- 
tion of which he lias in life journalistic 
allies ample anil admirable facilities, 

One of the most searching investiga- 
tions ever hold under tho authority • of 
the legislative assembly has taken place. 
It has been conducted by Mr. .7. A. Mac- 
clouald, leader of the opposition, wlione 
genius of cross-examination has been the 
marvel of his friends and the envy of 
his professional brethren, and has failed 
to elicit one fact damaging to the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Bod wall, on behalf of clients, who 
were Mr. Larsen and Mr. James Ander- 
son, endeavored to get Kaien island from 
the government in order to sell it to the 
G. T. P. That railway corporation did 
not realize that it could have gone direct 
to the government, and obtained what 
land it wanted for terminal purposes ill 
a businesslike way. The experience of 
its promoters in the East had given them 
the impression that all governments were 
alike, and that in order to penetrate to 
t ho inner sanctum of the governmental 
circle it was necessary to purchase, the 
influence of "go-betweens," the men who 
must be "seen." 

It transpires in evidence given by Mr. 
James Anderson yesterday that he and 
Mr. Larsen, an American, were to have 
received $40,000 if they could put the 
deal through. They employed Mr. Bod- 
well in a professional way to look after 
the details. One can understand, too, 
■why the 'Grand Trunk Pacific should 
look to an American, Mr. Larson, to do 
business for it. That corporation is 
■managed by Americans. Mr. Hays is 
an American, Mr. Morse is an American, 
and their chief engineer was an Ameri- 
can. These gentlemen, having so suc- 
cessfully "worked" the Dominion gov- 
ernment, naturally concluded that an 
American would be successful in working 
the British Columbia government. We 
know they intended to engineer the rail- 
way throughout with American en- 
gineers, and that they considered men 
with "bruins" could not toe got in Can- 
ada. Their idea of holding up British 
Columbia for a land grant of 15,000 
acres per mile, after the American po- 
litical fashion, is a matter of history. 

Mr. Larsen, an American, came in 
contact with Mr. Anderson, an old 
friend, and Mr. Anderson recommended 
Mr. Bodvr'ell as a gentleman of eminent 
legal ability and influence. Contrary to 
all expectations, however, Mr. Hodwell 
discovered that the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia refused to deal with" any 
persons whatever as intermediaries, nnd 
would do business only with the railway 
company. Mr. Bodwell became the legal 

'representative of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific^ and as such concluded a contract 

, with the government, the terms of which 
have been ninde public. The purchase 
price was $10,000 for 7,500 acres, the 

. remaining 2,500 acres being retained by 
tin* government, to increase in value as 
the value of the townsite increased. 

For instance, if the average value of 
the towusite should rise to SlOC'por acre. 



tho value of the 2,500 acres would bo 
$250,000; it .$200 an acre, their value 
would be $500,000. or if $400 an acre, 
they would realize $1,000,000. Refer- 
ence has been made to the price fixed 
by the Indians for their reserve at $7.50 
per acre. As a basis of comparison, it 
may be nccepted. In the land purchased 
from the Indians the province retains 
or receives no interest, except a pos- 
siblo reversionary interest in the funded 
proceeds, in case the Indians all die out. 

An effort to prejudice the public mind 
has been systematically made on account 
of the fact that .Mr. Larson settled with 
Mr. Anderson for $10,000 and some sub- 
sidiary interests. It must he remem- 
bered thnt Sir. Anderson did prelim- 
inary work in surveying and locating 
land suitable for a terminus and ac- 
quired other interests in the vicinity of 
Kaien island. Having entered into an 
agreement with Mr. Anderson to do cer- 
tain work, Mr. Larsen necessarily had 
to settle for it, but the arrangement be- 
tween the government and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific was in no way affected by 
the private arrangement by which the 
speculators expected to make four times 
what the province received. 

The point is, the speculators did not 
succeed because the government would 
not deal with them, and, as a conse- 
quence, the contract between the Ameri- 
can contractor and the American man- 
agers of the Grand Trunk Pacific was 
cancelled. 

An impression is also being conveyed 
to the public mind by the harping upon 
the fact that Hon. R. F. Green was 
sometimes a visitor at Mr. Anderson's 
house. Unless the object of this is to 
suggest that the act in itself was im- 
proper and was for an improper pur- 
nose, fair-minded people must protest 
against such methods of dealing with 
public men in their private relations. 
Unless men ."re prepared to do more 
than suggest inferences, their conduct 
is cowardly in the extreme. Besides, 
such a line of conduct is apt to prove a 
boomerang. For instance, would every 
member of .the opposition be prepared to 
undergo an inquisitorial examination on 
the same point? When political ethics 
have been reduced in the scale to the 
point when every man in public life is 
subject to the espionage of detectives 
and political sleuths, •then it will be well 
to consider whether we have not retro- 
graded to the spirit of olden days, when 
people we're, regularly spied upon and 
even bare walls spoke. 

From *a political point of view, the 
opposition have not been able to place 
the finger upon a tittlu of damaging evi- 
dence. The bargain in reference to 
Kaien island is a good one and clean- 
cut. The 'element which is attempting 
to be imported into it appeals only to 
prurient gossips and lacks the founda- 
tion upon which any decent, honorable 
or gentlemanly politician should stand. 



THE COLUMBIA & WESTERN. 

As was anticipated from the publi- 
cation of the orders-ln-councll, tho 
government has submitted a bill, 
which has been brought down by 
message, to confirm to the Columbia & 
Western Railway Company the land 
subsidy of 800,000 acres earned under 
the terms of the Columbia & Western 
Subsidy Act of 1896. 

As pointed out when discussing the 
action of the government in passing 
the orders-in-councll under which the 
railway company prosecuted and com- 
pleted the surveys necessary to comply 
with the act, as the subsidy had been 
honestly earned by the construction of 
the railway, it should be paid. The 
fact that the surveys were not com- 
pleted within the prescribed time limit 
should not be regarded as standing In 
the way. Any opposition to the bill 
on account of the failure of the com- 
pany to comply with the provisions of 
tho act must be based on a technicality 
rather than upon any substantial lack 
of performance of Its contract on the 
part of the company. 

There is considerable history to the 
Columbia & Western Railway from a 
political point of view, but it Is not 
necessary to enter Into details here. 
An effort was made on a former occa- 
sion to get two blocks of land In Fast 
Kootenay in lieu of the lands In the 
reserve set apart for Columbia & 
Western purposes. Crown grants, 
under tho authority of order-in-council, 
had actually issued for these blocks, 
but were held not to have been deliv- 
ered, and the legislature subsequently, 
and properly, we believe, contended 
that the C. P. R. was not- entitled to 
land In East Kootenay on account of 
land earned for construction in Yale. 
As. a consequence an act was passed, 
familiarly known as "Bill No. 10," 
cancelling these crown grants. 

It was not nt any time held that the 
subsidy was not earned or that the 
company was not entitled to an 
equivalent for the land in these blocks 
so conveyed. In fact, their actual 
acreage was much less than the terms 
of the act of 1896 called for. In our 
opinion a serious mistake was made 
in endeavorifiT to effect the exchange, 
although from a legal point of view It 
la stlU an open question as to tho 
merits of the case. Delay In settling 
up the matter occurred owing to nego- 
tiations which took place with refer- 
ence to the legislation in question. It 
is well known that the C. P. R. claimed 
that it was legally entitled to tbn

crown grants. Apart from the ques- 
tion of temporary possession In Mont- 
real, it was held that the signing of 
the letters patent by the lieutenant- 
governor constituted delivery. It was 
a pretty legal question, and It is an 
open secret that the C. P. R., by virtue 
of its legal rights, had hopes of "Bill 
No. 16" being disallowed by "the Do- 
minion government within the year of 
grace. Had their rights been estab- 
lished in this way, the survey of the 
800,000 acres In the Columbia & West- 
ern reserve would have been unneces- 
sary. During the delay which occurred 
as a consequence of waiting the 
action of the federal authorities, the 
time had elupsed in which the sin vey 
could bo legally made. Hence, the 
subsequent riegotlations for remedial 
legislation. This, we think, is a clear 
and accurate statement in a general 
way of the case up to the present 
time. 

We have now to consider the ethical 
nature of the bill before the legis- 
lature. It Is designed to give pay- 
ment for services performed under a 
contract, on account of which there is 
no question or difference of opinion. 
In undertaking to agree that if the 
surveys were made by the Columbia 
& Western Railway Company, a bill 
would be submitted lo the legislature 
ratifying the agreement, the govern- 
ment recognized the obligations of the 
province to pay a just debt. The 
exigencies of politics should never at 
any time justify the repudiation of a 
lawful contract. The keeping of pub- 
lic faith is one of the sacred duties of 
governments and legislatures. The 
prejudice against corporations, which 
always plays so large a part in poli- 
tics, does not excuse dealing dishon- 
estly with them, even though It may 
be popular. When corporations do 
wrong they should be punished. Their 
Influence In seeking to obtain an un- 
due advantage ot the public, where it 
exists, should be checked with a stem 
band. 

If it Is not good, sound policy to 
give land grants to railways. It should 
not be followed; but If you Induce a 
railway company to build a railway 
by a promise of laud, it is only com- 
mon honesty to give the land when 
the railway is built. 

Repudiation Is the one thing that a 
government must steer clear of, lest 
the people of a province be judged by 
the character of their representatives, 
and lest their sins be visited upon the 
province as a whole by those whose 
confidence is material to our success. 
We trust, therefore, that the bill may 
pass without opposition, subject, of 
course, to any amendments considered 
to be necessary In the public interests, 
and thus clear up a long-standing and 
very troublesome matter.

of the Salvor, or at least to demand an 
Immediate survey of that steamer by com- 
petent and unbiased surveyors. It Is a 
matter of coalman knowledge that this 
steamer, formerly the Dnnnhe. was with- 
drawn from the northern British Columbia 
service of tiie Canadian Pacific railway 
simply because she had served her purpose 
and was no longer regarded as seaworthy 
for that route.

New Island Map— A new map show- 
ing the E. «fc N. land grant dimensions 
has just been issued from the Colonist 
presses to the order of the 0. P. R. 
Probably the most interesting feature 
of the map is the proposed route of the 
railway which on leaving Wellington 
makes' almost a straight shoot for Na- 
noose bay the shore of which it. skirts 
up as far as the head of the bay. From 
there the road strikes in toward the 
centre of the island passing Parksville, 
apparently seven in- eight miles from the 
coast. The road does not then touch the 
coast till a point between big and little 
Qualicum and then only for a short dis- 
tance continuing its way on up the coast 
about a mile inland. According to the 
map it does not even touch nt Union 
bay but passing between that point and 
Cumberland it sweeps around the head 
of Comox bay and comes along the ridge 
nt Courtenay and down to Comox bay 
savs the Nanaimo Free Press.

Lightship, Coast Guard Steamer 
and Other improvements 
are Suggested. 



The special commission appointed 
by the Dominion government to in- 
vestigate the Valencia disaster lias not 
yet received the evidence from the j 
stenographers, and will not make a j new 
report for sorne days. In response to 
a telegram from the Dominion gov- 
ernment requesting the commissioners 
to suggest what aids to navigation 
they deemed necessary on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, a report 
embodying suggestions by them was 
submitted on Saturday to Hon. Wil- 
liam Templeman, minister of inland 
revenue, and published yesterday. In 
this report the commissioners recom- 
mend, among other things, an inter- 
national lightship to be moored off the 
entrance to the Straits of San Juan 
de Fneu, outside the territorial waters 
of either country, suggesting that this 
matter be drawn to the attention of 
the United Stales government. The 
commissioners also recommend the 
establishment of life-saving stations 
equipped with self-propelling lifeboats 
at Victoria and Bamfleld and one at 
Ucluelet or Clayoquot, with a surf 
lifeboat, and Incidentally call the at- 



C'ape Beale, with telegraph huts every 
six miles, a coast patrol, and wireless 
telegraph stations, with a suitable 
steamer to engage as coast guard and 
fishery protection cruiser; also Im- 
provements to the lights and fog 
alarms at Cape Beale and Carmanah; 
a new light for Sherrir.gham Point, in 
the straits; and lighthouses for all 
prominent points from one end of the 
coast to the other. 

The report is very similar to the 
statement recently made In these, col- 
umns of suggested aids to navigation 
proposed to the Dominion government 
for immediate establishment. The 
out-of-date lifeboat, which, like the 
famous dredge and the nebulous mint, 
was to have been brought In view of 
the election, is not favored, the com- 
missioners having different views. 
They suggest modern lifeboats instead. 

Text of the Report 
The text of the report follows: 
lion. W. Templeman, Minister of In- 
land Revenue, Victoria: 
Sir — In compliance with your re- 
quest, we, the commissioner and as- 
sessors appointed to Investigate into 
the cause of the recent disaster to 
the steamship Valencia, near Clane- 
wah, on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, have the honor to report that 
owing to the principal officers of the 
Valencia not being among the sur- 
vivors from the wreck, we have not 
been able to obtain reliable evidence 
as to the weather conditions prevall- 
i l<iig at the time of the accident and 
for some time previous thereto, or to 
ascertain whether the aids to naviga- 
tion on the Vancouver Island coast, 
as at present existing, are sufficient to 
prevent the recurrence of other acci- 
dents under similar circumstances. 

As the- scope of the Investigation 
covered a request for suggestions re- 
lating to improvements to aids to 
navigation on the outer coast of this 
province, we have obtained expert 
evidence as to the principal points | promptly 
where It may be desirable to establish 
lights and fog signals near the 
approach to the entrance of the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca, through 
which channel at present all vessels 
engaged in the oversea commerce of 
the province of British Columbia and 
the state of Washington must of ne- 
cessity navigate to reach their des- 
tinations. The prevalence of south- 
erly gales during the autumn and 
winter months causes a strong surface 
«et of current to the north and west, 
the strength of which is augmented 
by the strong tides setting out of the 
straits, as well as by the force and 
duration of these gales, and is there- 
lore difficult to determine. This cur- 
rent, with the occasional fogs and 
thick weather encountered on ap- 
proaching the coast, which render It 
impossible for the mariner to verify 
the position of his ship by astronomi- 
cal observations, makes this a dan- 
gerous lee shore, and unless the mar- 
iner has been keeping a very correct 



run of his vessel the soundhigs on his 
chart are likely to prove misleading, 
the depth of water and the nature of 
the ground on the Vancouver Island 
coast corresponding with those on the 
coast of the state of Washington. 
Taking these facts Into consideration 
and the recent loss of life attending 



property, there exists a need of 
greater protection to the shipping In- 
terests of Canada, as well as to those 
of the United States, that from aids to 
navigation established on their re- 
spective shores, and the establishment 
of a lightship, fitted with all modern 
appliances, to be moored at the en-

ernment the establishment of efficient 
aids to navigation as regards lights 
and fog signals on the south ami west 
coasts of Vancouver Island, as foliow:

1. Bight and fog alarm on Sherrlng- 
ham Point, in the Straits of Juan de 
Fuca. 

2. Improvements to the light and 
fog alarm at Carmanah. 

3. A more powerful light at Cape 
Beale; also a fog alarm. 

•1. The establishment of first-order 
lights and fog alarms on the more 
prominent headlands from Triangle 
Island (Scott Islands) to Lennard 
Island. 

Also the establishment of self-pro- 
pelling, self-righting and seltballing 
approved lifeboats, to be stationed at 
points within reach of telegraphic 
communication with Bamfleld and 
Victoria; also a surf boat to be sta- 
tioned, say, at Ucluelet or Clayoquot; 
also a powerful, roomy steamer suit- 
able for the work In connection with 
her other duties as a coast guard or 
fishery cruiser. 

While we advocate the establish- 
ment of lifeboats on our own coast,

It 
has been shown that In stormy weather 
with the high seas washing on our 
rockbound coast, aid from the sea by 
means of lifeboats may not always be 
practicable. We would Impress upon 
the government the urgent necessity 
of having a road or trail as close to 
the shore as possible built between 
Owen Point, at the western entrance 
to Port San Juan, to Cape Beale, with 
telegraph operators' huts, fitted with 
instruments, etc., at easy intervals, 
say six miles apart; the operators to 
be instructed to patrol this road at 
least once a day In all sorts of 
weather; the road to be kept con- 
stantly in such repair as to permit the 
transportation of a mortar and rocket 
apparatus at fair speed during day or 
night at all seasons. 

We recommend to the favorable 
consideration of the government the 
advisability of using wireless 
telegraphy in connection with the pro- 
tection of the coast and for reporting 
casualties when they occur. The 
United States government Is, we are 
Informed, adopting this system upon 
the const of the state of Washington.

The Kalen Island committee re- 
sumed its sittings at 10:15 a. in. yes- 
terday, with Mr. Garden in the chair 
and Messrs. Ross, Paterson, J, A. llac- 
donald and Dr. Young also present. 

Mr. Morse's telegram expressing his 
inability to attend before the com- 
mittee was read; and the deputy 
attorney-general was asked to con- 
sider whether Mr. Morse could be 
compelled to attend, and report, at the 
next sitting of the committee. 

Mr. W. S. Gore was called by the 
chairman. He said he was deputy 
commissioner of lands lUid works 
when the reserve was placed on the 
Tslmpsean peninsula. He remem- 
bered that for some reason the gov- 
ernment was anxious to place these 
lands under reserve. He Identified 
the map produced as showing these 
lands. The reserve consisted of all 
the land lying west of the Work 
canal. The reserve covered all lands 
extending between Work channel and I 
the eastern boundary of the Indian | 
reserve, the biggest reserve In trie 
province. This would take in Kalen 
island. In dealing with the land he 
so interpreted the order-ln-councll. 
W. S. Gore Examined 
To Mr. Macdoriald— Witness kept 
posted on this subject. He was con- 
versant with the drafting of orders- 
In-council in connection with lands. 
He remembered the reservation being 
placed on the land. He knew that It 
was the Intention of the then chief 
commissioner, Mr. Vernon, before the 
passing of the order- ln-council., The 
reserve was extended to include Kalen 
Island because at that time, In conse- 
quence of a defect In the map, Kalen 
Island was classed as a peninsula; 
the word peninsula was written across 
the face of Kalen Island. Digby 
Island was not included because it 
was a portion of the Indian reserve. 
When tne tirsL application came in to 
locate hind on Kalen Island, he knew 
then that U was supposed to be an 
island. He recalled Kane's applica- 
tion and its refusal on the ground of 
reserve, He claimed that It was an 
Island and therefore 'not included in 
the term peninsula. Discussed this 
with the commissioner. First heard 
of Mr. Bodwell's application for 
10,000 acres when Mr. Ritchie's survey 
notes were deposited. Witness was 
never consulted about tills matter. 
Witness endorsed the commissioner's 
view that Kalen Island was Included 
in the original term Tslmpsean penin- 
sula. 

To Mr. Ross — Witness could not re- 
call the particulars of his conversation 
with Mr. Vernon. The date of Mr. 
Kane's first application was March 24, 
1004.

Victor .Tacobsen has re- 
ceived from W. J. Stephen, the well- 
known shipbuilder, the model for a new 
sealing schooner, which those who have 
seen it say is an excellent design. It 
is for a two-maeted schooner, 110 feet 
long, 22 feet beam and 10.0 feet deep, 
of over KM) tons, It is expected that the 
schooner will bo laid down soon after 
Cnpt. Jacobsoh returns from the west 
coast, where he went to engage an In- 
dian crew for his schooner, Eva Marie. 

The ferry barge is to be built by the 
Victoria Machinery Depot for the E. & 
X. branch of the C. P. U. service, for 
the purpose of carrying railway car- 
between Ladysmith and Vancouver, the 
amount of the contract being in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. This vessel 
will be 245 feet long. 1!S feet inches 
draught and 42 feet beam. Work Will 
commence on this barge very shortly, it 
is not known where the steiam schoon- 
er will be constructed. This vessel is re- 
quired by the Vancouver Portland Le- 
nient company, which has n factory on 
Saanich arm. The company may pur- 
chase a vessel instead, if one suitable 
to the requirements of their growing 
business can ho secured.

The steamer Shnwtnut. of the 'Boston 
Steamship company, which omitted her 
usual call at Victoria on her present 
trip arrived at Tacoma yesterday form 
the 'Orient with 5,000 tons of general 
freight, of which silk and mattings made 
up The greater amount. There was also 
some tea: not a great deal. Curios, 
gunnies, hemp, wine, rice, rattan furni- 
ture, opium, fans, straw, braid, etc., 
were all well represented on the mani- 
fests. Among the passengers on the 
Shnwmut were two Russian officers who 
were confined in a Japanese prison — \. 
Kostenko and M. Kulneff. The former 
is but 23 vears old. but was a naval con- 
structor on the battleship Orel, when 
she was captured by Admiral Toga on 
the afternoon of ...ay 28th, 1005, in the 
Tsushima straits. His companion was 
but 10 vears of age at the tune, hut 
held the rank of lieutenant on the bat- 
tleship. 

WHITE LINER DUE. 

Empress of India Expected Today 
From China and Japan. 

It M. S. Empress of India, which 
sailed from Yakohanin on the 10th and 
was due yesterday, is expected to reach 
port today from Hongkong and ports 
of the Orient. The steamer Ning Chow, 
of the China Mutual line, from Liverpool 
and the Orient, is also due. The steamer 
Tartar left Kobe yesterday for this port, 
via Yokohama, form which port she will 
sail on .March 3rd and is due here on 
the 10th. The It. M: S. Aorongi, for 
Australia, via Honolulu and Suva, is 
to sail from the outer dock on Friday. 

THE DAKOTA ARRIVES. 

Brings Prince Tsai Jeick and Members 
of Chinese Commission. 

Steamer Dakota, of the Great North- 
ern Hue, which has on board the Chi- 
nese commission of thirty-nine famed 
Chinese, headed by some princes of the 
blood, sent to study western learning 
in the United States and Europe, passed 
the Race last night, on her way to Port 
Townsend, where a large contingent 
from Seattle. Portland and Vancouver 
has been awaiting the tardy liner sinco 
Saturday. The waiting deputations tire 
made up of Great Northern officials, 
transportation, business and newspaper 
men. together with a delegation from 
Seattle one hundred strong, represent- 
ing the Commercial club, Chinese colony 
and business interests of Seattle. Chung 
Pao-hsi. Chinese consul-general ut San 
Fnrncisco, and vice-consul are also 
awaiting the Dakota at Port Townsend. 
The commission consists of Prince Tsai 
Jeick, a cousin of the emperor of China; 
Shaing Gee Hong, governor of the prov- 
ince of Shnitung. and Lee Sing Dock, 
the Chinese minister to Belgium. They 
are simply going across A in erica on their 
way to Europe, and with the exception 
of St. Paul. Chicago ami Xew York. Se- 
attle will be the only city in which they 
will spend any amount of time.

The 
following motion carried by a large ma- 
jority: 

"That the government he commended for 
their endeavors to secure cheaper powder, 
and we beg to urge that means he taken 
to carry the arrangements to a practical 
result at once, and that the government 
be requested to keep stumping powder on 
hand at all times and thus supply the In- 
stitutes as fast as the orders collie In, at: 
carload rates." 

II. It. Phillips then Introduced, the fol- 
lowing resolution, seconded by A. II. 
Pctttt, which was passed after a brief dis- 
cussion: "That ns the fruit industry is of 
such vital Importance to the country, and 
that we cannot Impress too much on the 
growers the Importance of keeping up the 
good standard now obtained, ami we re- 
quest tin? agricultural department to ap- 
point one or more practical men to give 
demonstrations and addresses during the 
present year on the planting and care of 
orchards." 

Additional Pest Inspection 

Urging the necessity for the appoint- 
ment of an additional fruit pout Inspector 
for the Koolenay districts, Charles F. Me- 
llaril}' of Nelson pointed oat that over 
100,000 trees had been planted and the or- 
chards were being rapidly Increased yearly. 
He moved, seconded by John Dow, "That 
In view of the rapid Increase in the plant- 
ing of nursery stock and fruit trees and 
the extensive acreage of land under culti- 
vation In th" Kontenny districts, the West. 
Kootcnny Farmers' Institute desires to 
urge upon the government of British Col- 
umbia the urgent necessity for a resident 
fruit pest. Inspector for the East and West 
Kootcnny districts." 

Mr. Wlckersou thought It looked like 
too much sectional legislation. Mr. Car- 
michael offered the following amendment, 
which was carried: "That a sufficient 
number of Inspectors be appointed to un- 
dertake the thorough Inspection of all 
fruit districts In the province." 

The following motion was then unani- 
mously passed, and the meeting adjourned 
until 10 o'clock this morning: "Whereas, 
the agricultural community of Ibis prov- 
ince has learned with the utmost satisfac- 
tion the gratifying results nf the shipment 
of fruit sent to the Royal Horticultural 
Society's show in London, In charge of 
Mr. It. M. Palmer; 

"And whereas we believe that those hon- 
ors are largely the outcome of the work 
of the British Columbia Fruit Growers' 
Association and the Provincial Board of 
I lortlculture; 

"Be It resolved, that this Central Far- 
mers' Institute urge upon the provincial 
government the necessity for continuing 
the work of the British Columbia Fruit 
Growers' Association and the Board of 
Horticulture, and that the grants to the 
association and the board be increased, 
commensurate vvlth the expansion of the 
Industry."
